"It will do no good 
to berate the..negro for-accepting em- 
ployment elsewhere which, appears to 
be more profitable to him than the 
opportunities offered in North Caro- 
lina; ;Herhas a;constitutional'right, to 
go where he- pleases and return when 
he feels disposed to do so. Promise? 
of higher wages appeal to him and 
warnings, by the ioroe folks, of in- 
creased living expenses in ,his new 
environment -fa.il upon"deaf 'ears.

will require experience in other fields 
to convince that North Carolina fs 
the inost inviting place in the country 
for him to- live comfprlalily.

Problem Of All 
States and Nation

Taylor, of

York, formerly executive secretary of 
the ChicasQ oQiTirnisison on race re- 
lations. u))|x>lnte<l by Governor Low- 
den, pointed out In an address be- 
Tore the National Conference of So- 
cial Work, hero today that the migra- 
tion of hundred:? of thousands of ne-

from 
Southern to Northern 


States, and the series of race riots 
which had given Northern cities a 
common shame with the communities 
of the South, makes the problem of 
achieving better race relations a prob- 
lem of the whole nation as never be- 
fore. 
• 


He laid emphasis on the fact that 


action springs from mental atttltudes 
and said that "the negro problem" 
is a mfsnomer, Ihe real problem See- 
ing mainly the problem of "the white 
rnind." 


In relating the manner in which 


misconceptions concerning the negro 
prow, Mr. Taylor showed that "tradi- 
tional beliefs cause press and public 
to accept and give currency to items 
of news about negroes which happen 
to coincide with the familiar beliefs, 
discarding and ignoring .news which 
is more truly representative' of the 
facts." 


• As an example, he discussed 
the 


prevalent notion that the negro is urp-' 
duly inclined to crime, this leading 
to the publication 
of 
news 
about 


.crimes committed • by negroes, far out 
of proportion to,the negro's real rec- 
ord of'criminality. 
This in turn in- 


creases the impression that the negro 
is inclined to crime, -"and so a vicious 
cry of thought and misconception is 
created." 
He deplored the habit of 


the press labeling only negro offend- 
ers as such when it rarely indicatse 
the race'or nationality, of other of- 
fenders, and declared this to be a 
fruitful cause of prejudice. 


Mr. Taylor pleaded for more news 


concerning the other "facts of negro 
life.

'HEN it took seven rounds for me
